BIG PARTY CONVENTIONS 


That the game of politics is piayed 
solely for politics sake was disgust¬ 
ingly portrayed at the recent Demo¬ 
cratic National convention lately held 
in New York City, when two aspirants 
for the office of President held in 
deadlock, by the previously pledged 
ballots of delegates, the selection of 
a choice for over two weeks and by 
their pessistent stick-to-it-ive-ness and 
rafusaPto withdraw their names, tired 
out many of the delegates and caused 
a number to seek their homes in dis¬ 
tant parte before a choice was possi¬ 
ble to be made. This may Ipe a correct 
■manner to demonstrate the will of the 
people jn their choice for the head of 
the nation, but it looks more, to a man 
up a tree, like a personal determina 
tion by certain political aspirants to 
accomplish selfish ends and ambitions 
by tactics unbecoming any patroitism 
of oountry or respect for party. It 
was an attempt to bull the convention 
and gain individual ends by wearing 
out the spirits and tempers of the del¬ 
egates, but thankful to state, the op¬ 
position was as strong as the individ¬ 
ual leaders and their morally-tied-up 
supporters, and finally succeeded in 
r.amii^ a candidate in Whom they can 
have confidenece and respect. It was 
a hard set-back for McAdoo whose 
life for toe past three years was ap¬ 
parently centered on this particular 
convention and was primarily devoted 
to active personal, publicity which 
would further his possibility for the 
nomination. McAdoo was an ac¬ 
knowledged New Yorker where he was 
well and populafly known, and chang¬ 
ed his residence to the west, where for 
the pa^t year or m#re he h3« been in¬ 
directly seeking western prestage by 
changing also his habits of life with 
the evic^nt' purpose of solidifying 
hunself with the western voters. We 
see him of late in the illustrated pa¬ 
pers as a real cow-boy, mounted on a 
bronc, with broad sombrero, loud 
checked shirt, bright handkerchief, 
and schaps and endeaveuring to feel 
and look natural ahd at ease in his 
new role. McAdoo is out of his ele¬ 
ment in this Character, but it shows 
what a politician will do to gain his 
ends. He left imrafediately after the 
convention for Europe, where his en- 
viroment and surroundings is Tnore 
suited bo his real tastes and desires. 
He lost his b<g fight but not until he 
I amed that it was impossible for him 
bo gain his end. It is such maneuver¬ 
ing on the part af a few business pol¬ 
iticians that create distrust and sus¬ 
picion in the minds of the people and 
While such tactics formerly had weight 
in the results, we are pleased to note 
that they are irrelevent now and the 
masses of the people are little influ¬ 
enced by this Bamum-hke publicity 
for personal aggrandisement. 


COLLAPSE OF POSTAL STRIKE 


The collapse of the strike of the 
postal employees in Toronto and Mon¬ 
treal, which was inevitable almost 
from the cutset of the strike, has been 
complete. The firm stand taken by 
the Government ha* had the support 
of all sides of the House. The out¬ 
come is a much needed lesson to a few 
Toronto agitators led on by the Tor¬ 
onto Telegram -and a few anti-govern¬ 
ment trouble makers who stirred up 
the whole affair and with whom the 
majority of the postal employees 
themselves are now decidedly incensed 


Winnipeg bricklayers are striking 
fy r an increase of 15 cents an hour, to 
$1.25. This strike has been callefi at 
a time when there are less than one 
hundred bricklayers at work, because || 
of the small amount of building being 
done. And the small amount of workj 
being done is because of the high oosts 
—which it is now proposed to increase. 
Trades unionism is suffering through 
this kind of leaders Bp. 


POSTAL WORKERS MISLED 

There is no particular objection to 
both the postal strike leaders and the 
post office department claiming the 
victory in the recent strike, but it is 
quite evident from the formal state¬ 
ment of the minister of labor that the 
workers have gained nothing; the lead¬ 
ers are evidently trying to give them 
a false impression of~the real situa¬ 
tion, as they obviously succeeded In 
doing when they secured the strike 
vote. There is now little doubt but 
that these leaders were more anxious 
to create an issue than to secure bene¬ 
fits for the rank and file of the union. 
Professional agitators and Labor 
Temple hangers on also encouraged 
the men in going out, wlf|e false im 
pressions as to the public sympathies 
were created by the activities of cer 
tain holders of public offices who en¬ 
deavored to extend their popularity or 
serve their political aspirations by 
gratuitous interference. Public opini¬ 
on is with the postal workers to the 
extent that they are entitled to a 
square deal from the government. 
Theirs is a department demanding 
hard work in rendering efficient serv¬ 
ice and this is generally recognized. 
But defiance of the government Is an¬ 
other matter. The men were misled by 
radicals; and they were encouraged by 
little politicians and public busybodies 
who would have been better employed 
in assisting the government in meet¬ 
ing the issue after its ultimatum was 
announced. Had the men understood 
that ihe government was determined 
and that to strike would cost them 
public sympathy, we believe that they 
would never have gone out.

With a pall of smoke covering the 
greater part of southern Alberta and j 
fire hazard conditions in the forests | 
that have increased greatly in the, 
last few days, forestry service offi¬ 
cials appeal to campers and travelers! 
to take the utmost precautions with 
their fires. The smoke which covers 
this section is coming from fires that 
are burning in British Columbia, on 
the west slope of the Rockies, south 
of the Yellowhead, it is reported. Al¬ 
berta forests have so far escaped fire, 
except in the far north, and the rang¬ 
ers appeal to the public to aid them in 
their work during the next few weeks 
of the summer, when ^he hazard is 
likely to be very high. ' 


WILL HELP BUSINESS 


The most favorable feature in the 
Canadian business outlook at present 
is reflected ih reports on the North 
American crop situation. Prospects 
in Western Canada are highly promis¬ 
ing although the crop is a little late, 
while areas with which our grain is 
obliged to compete, both in the United 
States and abroad, report prosepets to 
be generally unsatisfactory. The con¬ 
tinuation of this set of conditions 
would result in the most advantageous 
possible situation for the Canadian 
grain producer, and secondarily for 
Canadian business at large. Since the 
publication of the last United States 
government crop report, and the esti¬ 
mate of this year’s wheat acreage in 
the United States, the price has risen 
more than ten cents per bushel and 
flour prices are increasing relatively. 
This is highly significant to Canada. 
Last year, of the total value of our 
exports, viz., $1,045,000,000, wheat and 
flour alone accounted‘for $329,000,000 
or nearly one-third. Only a small in¬ 
crease in the price of wheat per push- 
el and of flour per barrel is necessary 
to produce a tremendous increase in 
Canada’s revenue. Even last week’s 
ten cent increase in. wheat prices, if 
spread over our exportable surplus of 
wheat, would add $25,000,000 to our 
rational income. 

According to the Financial Post’s 
New York correspondent the rise in 
wheat prices has apparently increased 
Canadian exports of wheat to the Uni¬ 
ted States, and it is predicted by mem¬ 
bers of the New York Produce Ex¬ 
change that, despite the tariff, there 
will shortly be a large increase in im¬ 
ports of Canadian grain. If wheat 
should reach* $1.25 or $1.35, as predict¬ 
ed by Prof. David Friday, it seems cer¬ 
tain that wheat will again flow in 
large volume from Canada to the Uni¬ 
ted States. Europe’s buying power, 
moreover, is increasing, and the sur¬ 
prisingly large volume of \#heat 
bought by Europe last year augurs 
-well for toe disposal of this and subse¬ 
quent crops.—Financial Post. 


John W. Davis, Democratic nominee 
for the United* States presidency, is 
one of the most able and discing-1 
uished lawyers in the United States.]

He spoke 
there in public not often, but always 
with effectiveness and distinction. 
Members of the British bar especially: 
thought well of him. They elected | 
him an honorary bencher of the Mid- I 
die Temple. He has taken an active' 
part in the deliberations of the Ameri-j 
can Bar Association since his return 
to the States. With ex-President Taft 
he has sought to secure tor the admin¬ 
istration of justice in the United 
States something of that conciseness 
of action and freedom from technical¬ 
ities that marks tHe course of justice 
in British courts. He has been fre¬ 
quently mentioned as a presidential 
possibility. He is a man of larger 
intellectual capacity than Governor 
Smith of New York, and he has n-one 
of the political past that has bred ene¬ 
mies for McAdoo. Of the dark hor^s 
he is easily the best choice. Looking 
at the situation from the outside, one 
would say \that the outlook for the 
Democratic p*rty is better with Davis 
than it would have been with either of 
the leading contenders for the nomin¬ 
ation.

INCREASE OF PRICE OF WHEAT 


With two or"' three exceptions the 
daily closing wheat prices on the Win¬ 
nipeg exchange have been higher dur¬ 
ing the first twenty days of June than 
on the previous day, and a decidedly 
bullish tendency has been in evidence. 
July wheat during this period has 
shown a tremendous bulge of 17 cents, 
with October, the new crop futures, 
following closely behind. The under¬ 
tone throughout has been decidedly 
strong and the only reactions that 
have taken place were brought About 
by heavy profit taking by “longs” who 
were content to get out, believing that 
the advance had been too rapid and 
that the market was due for a partial 
reaction. However the undertone con¬ 
tinues strong and it is the general 
opinion of the trade, both here and on 
the American markets, that the day 
of low prices has gone ,not to return 
for some years at least 


CHURCH UNION

The majority for the Church Union 
Bill was larger than anti-unionists had 
expected in view of the very strenuous 
and persistent lobby maintained for 
weeks in the Commons corridors 
against the Bill. After the first vote 
urns taken and the temper ofthe House 
was manifested the "antis” realized 
the hopelessness of further fighting 
and put up only a more or less per¬ 
functory fight in the final stages of the 
Bill through the House.

British Empire Exhibition a World 
Wide Educational Show 

The grounds at Wembley will repro¬ 
duce in miniature the entire^resources 
of the British Empire. There the vis¬ 
itor will be able to inspect the Empire 
from end to end. From Canada it is 
but a stone’s throw to Australia, from 
Australia a short step to India and the 
Far Fast, from Hongkong a few min¬ 
utes walk to New Zealand or Malay. 
In a single day he will be able to learn 
more geography than a year of hard 
study would teach him. And he will 
be able to see in each case the condi¬ 
tions of life of the country he is visit 1 , 
ing. That is the importance of tWe 
British Empire Exhibition. It is a 
stock-taking of the whole of the re¬ 
sources of the Empire. The exhibition 
buildings consist of a Royal Pavilion, 
a Stadium, a Palace of Engineering, a 
Palace of Industry, a Palace of Art, 
and many others, apart altogether 
from the pavilions the dominions and 
colonies are themselves erecting. The 
design of the main buildings is on 
simple classical lines, severe in char¬ 
acter and free from unnecessary or¬ 
namentation. Variety and color are 
provided, and by the more elaborate 
beauty of the eastern pavilions. The 
grounds themsely.es, which run to over 
216 acres, are being laid out with all 
the skill known to the modem land¬ 
scape artist. An ornamental lake, 
which runs through the center of the 
grounds, will provide excellent boating 
facilities. Though' the predominant 
purpose of the exhibition is serious, 
every effort has been made to leave 
stereotyped exhibition methods behind. 
A coal mine at work will show what 
the coal industry means to the coun¬ 
try; a complete range of cotton ma¬ 
chinery at work will emphasize the im¬ 
portance of the cotton industry. And 
so it is throughout. No museum this, 
but a live, up-to-date enterprise wor¬ 
thy of the Empire it is designed to re- 
.produce. For amusement the latest 
devices known to the ingenuity of man 
will be collected in an amusements 
park three times the size of the larg¬ 
est amusements park in the United 
Kingdom. Apart from the scenic rail¬ 
ways, switchbacks, water rides, and 
other attractions of the fair, which 
will be on a scale altogether unpre¬ 
cedented, there will be special attrac¬ 
tions which will make the exhibition 
famous in the annals of the. show-man. 
An exact replica of the tomb of Tut- 
Ankh-Amen at Luxor, it appears, is 
being staged “under the direction of 
one of’ the most distinguished Egypto¬ 
logists of the day”: Also there will be 
a Temple of Beauty in which the most 
beautiful women of the ages from He¬ 
len of Troy and Cleopatra down to the 
present day will be seen in contempo¬ 
rary surroundings. Captive airplanes 
will circle round the park, and gliders 
enable the visitor to enjoy the latest 
development of the science of flying. 
A huge dancing-hall, a street with a 
thousand side shows, and an aquarium 
with all the queerest of queer fish 
known to Neptune will serve to. vary 
the interest. Then there is the Imperi¬ 
al Stadium, which dominates the land¬ 
scape for miles around, and is the 
largest and most complete sports 
arena in the world. It can hold 125,- 
000 spectators, and -is one of the 
greatest concrete wonders of modern 
times. Here during July and August 
will be staged a magnificent Pageant 
of Empire, in which, by a series of his¬ 
torical episodes ,the development of 
the Empire from the earliest times 
will be illustrated.

On Empire Day a great 
military tattoo, in which the largest 
band ever seen, in the British Empire 
will take part, will be held. Bandsmen 
to the number of about a thousand will 
be drawn from each line regiment in 
the British army, and they will be re¬ 
inforced by a mounted band formed on 
the same lines from the cavalry regi¬ 
ments. A second edition of the tattoo 
wilj be, given in September after the 
Pageant of Empire. A series of six 
mass concerts with over 10,000 voices 
and an oreshestra of over 600 instru¬ 
ments wil be staged in the Stadium,. 
Fireworks displays will be given at 
least once a week. In a huge band¬ 
stand with seating accommodation for 
10,000 people, daily concerts by the 
best British and Dominion bands will 
be given.

WHEAT POOL YEAR 

Deliveries After July 15 will Go Into 
The 1924 Bool 

Alberta Wheat Pool affairs, so far 
as the 1923 crop is concerned, wiR be 
terminated on July 16, it was official¬ 
ly announced by Secretaary R. O. 
German on Friday, at the conclusion 
of the morning session of the board of 
trustees. All wheqt delivered after 
that date will go into the 1924 pool, 
and it is expected that an announce¬ 
ment will be made shortly regarding 
the price and quantity handled during 
the last pool year. Wheat delivered 
to the pool previous to the date of the 
cut-off will go into the last season’s 
pool, it was stated. Those members 
who deliver their wheat after July 15 
will receive the present initial pay¬ 
ment, and their wheat will go into the 
new pool. Should a change be made 
in the initial payment for the 1924 
pool, and adjustment will be made in 
those cases where wheat was deliver¬ 
ed previous to the change and after 
July 16. 

It is expect*! that few fanners WilT 
deliver .wheat following this announce¬ 
ment. There is only 10 days before 
the present pool is closed and the pay¬ 
ment made and with indications of a 
better average price for next year, 
there is every reason to believe that 
the farmers will make few deliveries 
irorti now until July 15. Their -initial 
payment will be the same after July 
15 as before, unless a change is made 
later in the season, and there is every 
possibility of a better average price 
next year. Chester M. Elliott said 
that it would be difficult for an official 
of the pool to go on record in that 
connection, but the situation appeared 
logical to him. He intimated that if 
he had wheat to dispose of himself 
he would hold it until after July 15 
and place it in next season’s pool. The 
following is the statement issued by 
the board of trustees at the conclusion 
of the Friday morning session: “It 
was officially announced today by the 
board of directors of the ' Alberta 
wheat pool that the pool for the 1923 
crop will be closed on July 15. Wheat 
delivered before July 15 will be taken 
in with last year’s crop and included 
in the final distribution which will be 
made in the near future. Wheat de¬ 
livered after July 15 will be carried 
into next year’s operations. The 
growers delivering after that date will 
receive the present initial payment. If 
next season’s initial payment is set 
at a different figure, the difference will 
be subsequently adjusted.” No an¬ 
nouncement was forthcoming as to the 
price which pool members will finally 
receive for their 1923 crop. ' In order 
to arrive at this figure it was neces¬ 
sary that a date be set to close the 
year’s operations and for that reason 
July 15 was set. However, it is ex¬ 
pected that an announcement regard¬ 
ing the price will be made shortly anti 
this will also probably include the 
quantity that was handled. Secretary 
German said that it was impossible to 
make a statement as to even the ap¬ 
proximate price. He would not com¬ 
ment on the forecast made that pool 
members will receive 1 % to 2 cents 
a bushel more than the average re¬ 
ceived by those outside the pool. “We 
have a fair idea what the final pay¬ 
ment ^ill be,” he said, but a definite 
figure would not be available until u 
complete check had been made. The 
board of trustees has not yet complet¬ 
ed the business of the meeting and Se¬ 
cretary German said the session would 
probably last Until Saturday evening. 
The elevator question is yet to be 
dealt with, it is understood. 

CROWS’NEST PACT 

The suspension of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass agreement automatically expired 
on Monday -and the result will be that 
there will be a very appreciable re¬ 
duction in the freight on a variety of 
commodities from Eastern Canada, 
particularly in the case of hardware 
and furniture. Briefly, the Crow’s 
Nest Pass agreement came into effect 
in 1897 and was continued without 
variation until July, 1918, when it was 
suspended by special act of parliament! 
Under the act of 1918, all rates cov¬ 
ered by the agreement were suspended 
but in 1922, after a long investigation 
by a special parliamentary committee, 
the flour and grain rates- from all 
points west of Fort William and Port 
Arthur provided in the agreement 
were restored. It was decided at that 
time, however, to continue the suspen¬ 
sion until July 6, 1924,’ so far as all 
other items in the agreement were 
concerned. 

The items which will be affected are 
green and fresh fruits, coal, oil, cor¬ 
dage and binder twine, agricultural 
implements, iron, pipe fittings, nails, 
wire, window glass, building and roof¬ 
ing paper, paints, livestock, wooden- 
ware, household furniture and hard¬ 
ware. The reduction in some cases will 
be as much as 76 ',4 cents per 100 lbs. 
The rate to Calgary up to July 6 on 
agricultural implements was $1.66’,4. 
Under the Crow’s Nest Pass agree¬ 
ment the rate will be $1.25)4. In the 
case of iron and steel, the rate 
lias been $2. It will now be$1.39'4. 
On furniture, the rate was $44.31 ',4 ; the 
present rate now is $1.68. On binder 
twine and cordage, the rate was $2; 
it is now $1.3914-. The reduction on 
the other goods are much in line with 
these items. Although every pressure 
was brought to bear on the govern¬

FORESTFIRES 

Whole of’ Northern Alberta Threat¬ 
ened with Fires. ^ 

The heavy veil of smoke wh icji hung 
over this district last week was prob¬ 
ably the result of forest fires in north¬ 
ern Alberta. The whole north country 
is threatened. Fires burning fiercely 
in a large number of places and the 
atmospherical conditions are such that 
with every passing day more moisture 
is withdrawn from vegetation and the 
fire hazard steadily increased. Condi¬ 
tions have come to such a pass in the 
north oi the province that fire may 
break out at any moment and at any 
place. So far the forestry service has 
been so vigilant that no fires have ap¬ 
peared in any of forest re¬ 

serves that cover a large part of the 
north country. Private owners, how¬ 
ever, have not been so lucky. A large 
fire raging in timber berth 12.20 in the 
Sturgeon Lake country, where a large 
part of the valuable forest lands own¬ 
ed by Foley, Welsh and Stewart have 
been consumed. One hundred men 
from Grande Prairie were recruited 
within a short time of the discovery 
of the fire by the forestry service, who 
were at the scene of the blaze a few 
hours after it had started, and the 
struggle is sfill proceeding. Another 
large file is reported in the Wapiti 
river area south of Grgnde Prairie, 
wmere a large force of fire-fighters 
is engaged in subduing the flames, as¬ 
sisted by all the latest pumps and 
equipment that the forestry service 
has-. Other fires are those in that por¬ 
tion of British Columbia straight west 
of Calgary. They are all due to a 
strange electrical storm that swept 
over the whole of the Pacific coast on 
Tuesday and started innumerable fires 
in the timber country. In the Slca- 
mous district alone twenty fires, three 
of thetn large ones, were discovered 
immediately after the passage of the 
storm and have been ffealt with by the 
local force of fire rangers. Revel- 
stoke also suffered from the effects 
of the electrical disturbances, which 
started one large and five small fires 
there. 

BENEATH '{HE SAHARA 

There is no region on earth more 
mysterious, more romantic, more fas¬ 
cinating, than the desert waste of the 
Sahara. The artist and the story-tel¬ 
ler, have, long recognized its pictur- 
esquenefcs and charm; now the more 
prosaic and more practical engineer is 
finding it something, to stimulate his 
imagination. It has long been known 
that, although the Sahara is virtually 
rainless, there are veins of water be¬ 
neath its sands.

As readers of mo¬ 
dern fiction knows, the oases support 
a considerable population of Arabs 
and Bedouins. Ever since the French,

the western Sahara they have dreamed 
of irrigation through artesian wells 
driven through the living roek to the 
subterranean water channels below. Al¬ 
most everywhere they have sunk wells 
they found water, though not always 
in generous quantity. Hitherto it has 
been the theory that the water was the 
seepage either from rainy regions of 
the Soudan to the south or from the 
Atlas Mountains to the north. Now 
news comes from Paris that the 
Frenoh engineers have made discover¬ 
ies that lead them to belipve that there 
may be great subt^muiean lakes—per¬ 
haps even a underground sea—beneath 
the Sahara Water drawn from depths 
of three hundred feet or more has been 
found to contain small crabs and fish 
alive and active. Such creatures pre¬ 
suppose a sheet of water of some 
extent—and yet where T:an the water 
come from to fill so great a reservoir? 
The news despatches declare that the 
fish resemble those that are found in 
the lakes of Palestine, but it is hard 
#o believe that any direct connection* 
exists between those lakes and the 
underground waters of the Sahara. 

The whole matter—supposing the 
newspaper repors to be trustworthy— 
is mysterious; but then, as we began 
by remarking, the Sahara is always 
mysterious. The French will probably 
be less ’interested in explaining than 
in proving the existence of a great 
body of water beneath the desert; for, 
if there is such a body, their dream of 
turning the western Sahara into a 
vast oasis will become far more plaus¬ 
ible than it has hitherto appeared. We 
can, however, depend on the men of 
science not-only of France but of thd 
world to give the geological puzzle all 
the attention it deserves..

ALBERTA CROP REPORT 

The stage has now been reached in 
the growing season of Alberta grain 
crops when it is possible to make a 
more or less definite statement with 
respect to present conditions, and their 
bearing on the prospects for harvest 

In view of the conditions now pre¬ 
vailing as reported to the department 
from all parts of the province, and in 
view of the very satisfactory condi¬ 
tions under which the grain crop was 
seeded this spring, the statement now 
to be ynade must be somewhat disap¬ 
pointing. Over practically the whole 
of the province, the weather during 
the past fortnight has been very 
warm, with hot, dry winds in most lo¬ 
calities, relieved to some extent by 
rains in certain districts, but for the 
most part without precipitation. This 
has brought conditions to a stage 
where grain is heading out at from 
ten to fifteen inches, in certain areas, 
ynd beginning to feel the lack of 
moisture. Pasturage also in many 
parts has suffered as a consequence. 
Slp^ilcpgeneral rains come within the 
next week, the prospects generally 
speaking would be greatly improved, 
particularly with respect to later sown 
grain. Such rains would alter the si¬ 
tuation sufficiently to ensure prospects 
of a fairly good crop. The south west 
portion of the province, from Calgary 
south to the international border and 
west of a line passing through Leth¬ 
bridge, enjoys the most satisfactory 
conditions of any section of the pro¬ 
vince. In this district rains have been 
more frequent, and the growing grain 
is in a very healthy state and the pros¬ 
pects are for a very good crop. 

With respect to the remainder of 
the province, conditions are very 
patchy, the grain showing a healthy 
growth where rains happen to have 
been frequent and heavy. The south¬ 
eastern part of’ the province has suf¬ 
fered rather severely during the past 
two weeks from lack of moisture, and 
this is also true of some portions of 
the east central district as far north 
as the main line of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional railway, and of some portions 
of the west central district as far 
north as Lacombe, where very dry con¬ 
ditions at present prevail. In all this 
territory, the grain is heading out 
with short growth. Rains within the 
next week would considerably enhance 
the prospects of the crops in this ter¬ 
ritory, but the prospects at present 
are for less than a normal crop. 

In the district surrounding Edmon¬ 
ton, and to the east of the city some 
100 miles, and north and north-east 
for about half that distance, the grain 
is in very fair condition, and with 
further rains, the prospects may be 
said to be very satisfactory. 

The Peace River and Grande Prairie 
districts are suffering from lack of 
moisture, and rainfall is urgently 
needed to ensure a crop. 

Good rains fell in the Edmonton 
territory a week ago, and in the Cal¬ 
gary- territory about the same time, 
but beyond this, reports indicate that 
precipitation during the past fort¬ 
night has been limited to small local 
showers. 

Crops on the irrigated districts of 
the south are in splendid shape, and 
the prospects are for a good harvest 
from these areas. Alfalfa has been a 
successful crop.

Northern Alberta’s egg industry is 
becoming increasingly important One 
week’s exports recently amounted to 
1,500,000 eggs. Yet only a few years 
ago Alberta was importing eggs, in 
some instances, from China. 

One of Canada’s exhibits at Wemb¬ 
ley is a statue of the Prince of Wales 
moulded in butter. Which adds point 
to the statement we saw the other 
oay that the Prince is thirty and going 
strong. 

Some forty members of the legis¬ 
lature will take advantage of the trip 
arranged by Hon. V. W. Smith, min¬ 
ister of railways of the provincial 
government, through the Grande 
Prairie and Peace River districts. The 
tour will commence July 17 and con¬ 
clude July 23, the members travelling 
by special sleepers on the E. D. and 

B. C. 

It is expected that the plan to mar¬ 
ket 100,000 tons of Alberta coal in On¬ 
tario the coming season will mature 
as a result of the vote of $200,000 by 
the federal government for assistance 
to the railways in handling the coal, 
rhe plan is that the federal govern¬ 
ment will pay charges above the actu¬ 
al cost of handling the coal in train 
lots during the slack season in traffic. 
Many centres in Ontario have already 
plaqed preliminary cyjders for Alberta 
coal. 

With the exception of British Co¬ 
lumbia, Alberta has a higher average 
number of poultry per farm than any 
other province in the Dominion, ac¬ 
cording to government statistics. Can¬ 
ada’s average number per farm as a 
whole is 63.9, but Alberta’s average is 
79.9. British Columbia’s average num¬ 
ber is 98.6. This comparative figures 
are as follows: Prince Edward Island 
60.4; Nova Scotia 17.9; New Bruns¬ 
wick, 28.2; Quebec 49.7; Ontario, 79.1; 
Manitoba, 61.7; Saskatchewan, 76.2; 
Alberta, 79.9 and British Columbia, 
98.6. 

The competition Inaugurated by the 
department of agriculture in the 
shooting of crows and magpies in or¬ 
der that these pests may be reduced, 
has created keen interest. There are 
now 415 schools competing in the con¬ 
tests as well as many individuals, gun 
clubs, etc. The competition closes 
September 1, but individuals, clubs, 
etc. will be credited with points in 
their particular competitions, If the 
records are received before September 
10. The reports are that there-already 
has been a notable reduction in the 
number of crows in the province. Ma¬ 
ny municipalities have included the 
crows in the bounty they offer for de¬ 
struction of pests. 

The British special squadron, head¬ 
ed by H.M.S. Hood, the world’s'-great- 
est battleship, steamed from San Fran¬ 
cisco harbor July 11 after a four day 
stay, marked by a dazzling round of 
entertainment. After bidding the pi¬ 
lot boat good-bye, the big British 
fighters 'stood out for the Panama 
Canal. There the squadron will di¬ 
vide, the Hood, the battle cruiser Re¬ 
pulse, and the Australian cruiser, Ad- 
laide, continuing through the canal to 
Jamaica, and the four light cruisers 
Dragon, Dauntless, Danae and Dehi, 
setting out for a trip around the horn. 
After Jamaica the Hood, Repulse and 
Adelaide will visit Halifax, and after 
a short stay there will start out on the 
final leg of the round-the-world cruise 
to England. 

Hon Geo. Hoadley, Alberta’s Minis¬ 
ter of Agriculture, returned the past 
week from Great Britain, where he 
uas official representative of Alberta 
at the Empire Exposition at Wembley. 
Mr. Hoadley declares that the Canadi¬ 
an exhibit at Wembley was the out¬ 
standing one of the Empire, and at¬ 
tracted a vast amount of attention,and 
that Alberta had a prominent place in 
the composite exhibit. Mr. Hoadley 
•pent some time in Britain, and in 
Denmark, Holland and elsewhere giv¬ 
ing special attention to problems of 
marketing and immigration. He held 
several important conferences with 
British authorities and interests on 
these matters, and has brought back 
with him definite plans concerning 
marketing of grain and emigration of 
British settlers to Alberta which he 
will place before the Alberta cabinet. 

Continued improvement of quality

He does not know 
whether he can do this but he is going 
to try and if he succeeds he will en¬ 
deavor to ascertain what can be done 
in the way of domesticating these 
animals. ■.•; 

Mineral production in the Province 
of Alberta during 1923 was valued at 
$31,646,816, according to a preliminary 
statement issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics. Of the total production, 
coal accounted for $28,278,842; natural 
gas $1,700,000; petroleum, $30,902; 
clay products, $612,242; cement' $740,- 
940; quicklime, $37,653; lime hydrated 
$346; sand, and gravel, $231,497; and 
stone $14,393. 

The grocers of Canada and a Cana¬ 
dian salt manufacturer at Windsor 
have joined hands with the medical 
profession- to end for all time the 
spread of goitre, a “dread disease” due 
to the enlargement of the®thyroid 
gland. A product has just been placed 
on the market which combines iodine 
in a minute quantity with ordinary 
pure table salt. This will be marketed 
by grocers and it is predicted by med¬ 
ical authorities that the use of the io¬ 
dized salt in cooked food and for table 
use will practically end the sinister 
inroads of the malady. 

Figures for the month of April re¬ 
garding the distribution of immigrants 
show that of a total immigration of 
19,330, the greater number were head 
ed for Ontario, 7,557 having given 
that province as their destination; 2,- 
938 were for Manitoba; 2173 for Que¬ 
bec; 1,522 for Saskatchewan, 1,344 for 
Alberta, and 1,052 for British Colum¬ 
bia. The Maritime provinces got only 
900. The greater number of the Eng¬ 
lish speeking settlers are going to On¬ 
tario and the greater number of the 
foreigners apparently to the Prairie 
provinces. 

By far the most important and vital 
pronouncement made at the medical 
convention just concluded in Vancou¬ 
ver was the statement by Professor 
Frederic Starr of Toronto that the 
surgical knife is decidedly and useless¬ 
ly overworked. Dr, Starr cited vari¬ 
ous cases of apparent “appendicitis”, 
wherein a flax seed diet had served to 
obviate the necessity of an operation. 
Ten or even five years ago, a state¬ 
ment such as Dr.Starr’s, made in open 
convention. would have branded the 
speaker as an unethical heretic. But 
today the medical profession seems to 
be broadening out. And the public is 
beginning to hope that its orgy of cut¬ 
ting may be drawing to an end. The 
day of preventative medicine, includ¬ 
ing diet, is drawing. The day of the 
rurgical shambles will soop be ' past. 
And if medical doctors, in the light of 
their new broader viewpoint, want to 
capitalize the idea of prevention as 
opposed to cure, and make their pro¬ 
fession yield them maximum legiti¬ 
mate returns, they must merchandise 
the idea of prevention by profession¬ 
al advertising, just as any other pub¬ 
lic service has to be merchandised to 
gain ready sales.—Vancouver Sun. 

Have you ever seen a coal stoker 
dressed in a clean white suit actively 
shovelling coal into yawning furna¬ 
ces? What an absurbity you explain: 
However industrial science may make 
the occupation of the grimy giant 
whose duty it is to furnish coal ever¬ 
lastingly to the boiler fires absolete 
and forgotten. Already in some plants 
a few white coated attendants feed 
hundred of tons of coal daily to the 
roaring fires. For them the shovel and 
other hand instruments are obsolete, 
they press a switch button here or 
there to accomplish what formerly 
took the life, energy of hundreds of 
toil-worn stokers. The huge Power 
building, eventually to house turbine 
units aggregating 25,000 K.W. at the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada, Ltd., 
Ford City, Ontario is one of Canada’s 
finest installations of such power units 
it forms a striking contrast with the 
steam plants of the past. And if the 
Company so desires the attendants can 
be clothed in spotless white suits. 
Powdered coal handled by compressed 
air is burned in the furnaces. Not on¬ 
ly has this system done away with 
much human toil, but it is showing an 
economy surpassing previous records 
in obtaining power units from coal.

C. P. R. CROP REPORT 

Taking the cr/p outlook generally 
there is every reason for optimism, 
and yield will now depend on future 
rainfall and the absence of damage by 
hail. The past week has been general¬ 
ly favorable from the weather and 
crop growing standpoint. Good pro¬ 
gress had been made and when early 
is rapidly coming into head stage. 
Heavy rains experienced ofrer large 
areas in three provinces following hot 
weather of previous week provided 
moisture urgently needed by late sown 
crops. Certain districts did not parti¬ 
cipate in this precipitation and the si¬ 
tuation in these sections is somewhat 
critical. Livestock receipts and prices 
continue about the same as previously. 
Labor supply throughout the west 
generally is about equal to demand. 

Manitoba—Weather ideal, good 
rains during previous week end of 
very much benefit, particularly to 
crops on light or sandy soil, where 
droughty conditions were creating 
considerable hardship but had pot ap¬ 
parently injured the grain ‘beyond re¬ 
covery. Wheat looking healthy and 
strong and has fine roots but as yet 
.s late. Coarse grains making favor¬ 
able progress, If sufficient rain is ob¬ 
tained from now till time of maturity 
•of cereals good crops in this province 
seems assured. Moisture situation ap¬ 
parently satisfactory with exception of 
south eastern districts where quite 
number of points state rain is requir¬ 
ed. Corn has made wonderful growth 
and should develop into very satisfac¬ 
tory crop. Alfalfa and sweet clover 
are also good in spite of prolonged 
dry spell passed through. Hay. crop 
likely to be light on all land, except 
that which is low-lying. Cattle look¬ 
ing fine as pasture generally is good. 
No damage from insect pests re¬ 
ported. 

Saskatchewan—Crop generally is 
making good progress, but still week 
to ten days later than average. Condi¬ 
tion of all grains satisfactory. Much 
of early sown wjieat coming into head 
and looks very primjising. There has 
been considerably rainfall in which 
northwest and west central districts 
participated. In these sections pro¬ 
longed drought period, how ever, had 
worked great hardship and so depre¬ 
ciated crop conditions that is is doubt¬ 
ful if past weeks rain will materially 
benefit some of the crops which have 
suffered serious setback. Few scatter¬ 
ed points throughout eastern part of 
province also require rain, although 
crops here are not in particularly bad 


shape. Taking province throughout 
general condition of the -erfi'p is satis¬ 
factory and should be well up to aver¬ 
age provided rain received at proper 
intervals from now on. 

Alberta—The weather during all 
.the week * was very warm and 
crops using up moisture fast. Growth 
has beeii good and general prospects 
are decidedly satisfactory. In south¬ 
ern Alberta, crops show excellent 
nromise with exception of the vicinity 
of Pudple " Springs and east, 
where they have suffered so much 
i rom drought that they are probably 
beyond recovery. On the Cardston 
branch west of Lethbridge on Mac¬ 
Leod- Calgary and Kipp, Aldersyde 
lines prospects are excelllent; but 
could stand more rain. Probably the 
best looking crops in southern Alberta 
are found between Taber ,and Leth¬ 
bridge. Conditions in central and 
northern sections continue favorable 
with exception that number of points 
in north-east could stand heavy rains, 
with advantage to crops. Cutting of 
alfalfa hay on irrigated land is gen¬ 
eral. Southern Alberta wool growers 
association estimate clip in southern 
part of province will reach 1,000,000 
pounds and average price will be 
around 28 cents per pound. 

Edmonton, Dunvegan and B. C. 
railway—Heavy rains practically all 
points of great benefit to crops. No 
precipitation, however, at Sexsmith, 
Claremont, or Grande Prairie districts, 
where conditions remain very warm 
and dry and all vegetation has been 
given serious setback. Unless rain 
falls in abundance at these points dur¬ 
ing the week crops will be very light 
and if present drought continues re¬ 
sult will be disastrous. Over balance 
of line rains occurred none too soon 
as the outlook was becoming decidedly 
critical. 

British Coumbia—Weather during 
week continues hot and dry. Growing 
conditions good and tree fruits sizing 
up fast showing good color. Peak of 
the strawberry season is now over. 
Jam prices poor, but on the whole 
crate shipments have averaged better 
lhan last year. Loganberries now be¬ 
ing harvested and the crop will be fair. 
AH supplies over ordinary demands 
will be converted into wine. Estimat¬ 
ed that at least one quarter of the 
total production of loganberries will 
be required for this purpose. Rasp¬ 
berries are coming in freely, quality 
good, though growers are having con¬ 
siderable difficulty in procuring suffi¬ 
cient .supply of labor for picking. To¬ 
mato crops looking exceptionally well 
for time of year.
